For where there is no Law declared, there can be no tranſgreſ- 
lion; therefore ic is very requilite,thac the Pzrliament would declare 
their Pciviledges to the whole Commons of England, that ſo no man 
may through ignorance (bythe Parizaments default ) run canſeleſly 
inco the hazard of the loſle ot their lives , liberties , or eſtates : for 
here it is acknowledped by rhemlſe'ves , that their Power is limited 
by thoſe that becrult chem and that they are noc to doe what the 
Iittibuc what chey ought, namely to provid? ior the peoples well, 
and not tor their wor : {o that unxnowa Priviledges are as danger= 
e15.43 unlimited Prerogatives,being both of them ſecret ſnares,elpe- 
cially for the belt afte&ed pzople. 

Ic is the greateſt hazard and danger that can be run unto, to di- 
fart the onely known and declared Rule; che laying alide whereof

and unrepealel 994 that tel!s all the Free-men of England, that

enceto the Letter : tor the Law taken abſtraft from its originall rez- 
ſon andend,is made a ihellwithont a kernell, a ſhadow without a 
ſub'tance,and a body wichourt a foul.

Nor need this equity be expreſſed inthe Law , being ſo naturally 
implyed and ſuppoied in all Laws that are not meerly Imperiall, 
from that Analogic which all bodies Policick hold with the Natu- 
rall; whence all Government and Governours borrow a proporti- 
onable reſpeft; And therefore when the 1di/itiz of an Army is com- 
mitted to the Generall, itis not with any ex;refſe condition, that 
he ſhall nor turn the mouthes of his Cannons againii his own Scul- 
diers,for that is ſonaturally and neceſfaffly implyed , that its need- 
lefle to be exprefled,infomuch as if he did attempt or command ſach 
a thing againlt the nature of his trult and place, it did ip; {zo 
eftate rhe Army ina right of Diſobedience,except we think that cbe- 
dience binds Men to cut their owne throats , or at leait their com- 

anſons. 

F And indeed.if this diſtin&ion be not alloved,then the legall and 
mixt Monarchy is the greatelt Tyranny; for it Laws invelt the Kingin 
an abſolate power, and the Letter be not controlled by the equity, 
then whercas other Kings thatareabſolute Monarchs, , and rule by 
Wil, and not by Law,are Tyrazts perforce. Thoſe that rule by Law, 
and natby Will, have hereby a Tyranny confer'd upon them legally, 
and ſo thevery end of Laws , which is to give bounds and limits t0 
the exorbitantwills of Princes,is by the laws themſelves diſappoints, 
ed,for they hereby give corroboration (and much moe uation) 
to an arbitrary Tyrarny,by making it legall , not afſumed ; whic 
Laws are ordained to crofle, not countenance : and therefore is the 
Letter ( where it ſeems abſolure ) alwayes to. receive qualification 
from the equity.elſe the foreſaid abſurdity maſt follow. So fare the 
Parliaments own words.
